A fading Dream of tmpire. 


ONTIXUKD disturbances in the Russian cities 
and the frequent flight of conscripts to other 
countries notify the Czar that neither the Gov- 
ernment as now conducted nor the war In the 
Kast Is popular with the Russian people. One 
of the objects of tho great railway across to 
Asia, with the seizure of lands and th« build- 


ing of cities on the shores of the Pacific, was to dazzle 
the 130,000,000 subjects of Russia by the prospect of great 
achievements in the near future. 
I5ut that appeal to na- 


tional and racial vanity has spent Its force. 
One of the 


costly cities that Russia reared on the coast of Manchuria 
is in the hands of tho Japanese. 
Its fleet in Eastern 


waters lias been destroyed. 
Its armies are burrowing In 


the frozen earth behind Intrenchments, all acting defen- 
sively, while the one at Port Arthur has been compelled 
to surrender. 


In defense of a principle the Japanese have made Im- 


mense sacrifices and shown a high order of courage and 
military ndaptlveness. It Is believed that Japan would 
agree to llbfcral terms of peace, foregoing anything In the 
nature of money Indemnity. 
I5ut it would require Russia 


to leave Manchuria, as It agreed to do, yet, at the same 
time, advancing Its armies and building forts for a per- 
manent occupation. Practically, Russia seized Manchuria, 
and tho'ro Is no proof that it ever intended to let go. Japa'n 
has closed tho door with a flaming sword and with fleets 
that clinch for battle as promptly as those of the greatest 
fighting admirals in history. The Russian people are sick 
of the war and of the autocratic denial of constitutional 
government. A freer Russia would eventually be a greater 
Russia, but one not given to such encroachment as that 
attempted by the empire In the East.—St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. 


The Russian Debt. 


NE reason why the French are desirous that 
tho war in the Far East should be brought 
to a speedy conclusion is found In the fact 
that the loans of money which France has 
made to Russia now foot up to an enormous 
amount, and the French are naturally not 
desirous of seeing the security for their loan 


Impaired by any falling off In the wealth of the Russians. 
Without counting the Investments that the French have 
made In private business enterprises In Russia, nor recent 
war borrowings made In France, the amount of the Russian 
Government debt held in France In 1900 was f.12,763,400,- 
000—that Is, considerably more than $2,500,000,000. 
It 


would thus appear that more than half of the entire Rus- 
sian debt Is held by the French, all but a small part of 
this borrowing having been made In the last fifteen years, 
as evidence of the faith that France had In her Russian 
ally. 
While the bankruptcy of Russia would not ruin 


France, It would take away the savings of millions of the 
French people; hence they are not desirous that the Rus- 


sians should Involve themselves In undertakings which 
make It Impossible for them to meot their legal obliga- 
tions. Every day the war Is prolonged adds to the burden 
of Russian Indebtedness. It may be easy for Count Cas- 
slnl and others to speak of the enormous resources of 
Russia, but the resources of that empire are largely bor- 
rowed money, and t.hoae who have loaned It are feeling 
by no means overjoyed at th« 0tatements which come from 
Count Casslnl, and also frorr St. Petersburg, that the war 
must be prolonged to the bitter end, even If It requires 
years of effort on the part of Russia. Such a continuance 
Implies, so far as the Russian national debt is concerned, 
either complete or partial repudiation; for If the Russian 
people before the war, although taxed to the point of im- 
poverishment, could not pay enough money Into the Im- 
perial treasury to cover the then current expenses, how Is 
it going to be possible for them to subsist after assuming 
the tremendous load of indebtedness which this present 
war must involve?—Boston Herald. 


Wealth and Longevity. 


HAT the "simple life" favors longevity, that 
luxurious living must be paid for by an un- 
timely death, Is a common and not unreason- 
able opinion. 
Statistics seem to uphold this 


view, though statistics are by no means con- 
clusive. 
Sociologists draw Impressive lessons 


of the rewards of the often involuntary and 


reluctant virtue of ptaln living. Probably many who are 
forced by circumstances to do without costly foods and 
drinks, soft beds and Whatever wealth can achieve, would 
prefer a shorter life and self-indulgence; but having no 
choice In the matter they boast of their expectant length of 
years. 


There Ik a measure of comfort for the luxurious, how- 


ever, In some recent English facts, which prove that a 
long life Is not Incompatible with riches. Of 206 English- 
men W'ho died last year, leaving each an estate of mor» 
than half a million dollars, six were over 00 years old, 
fifty were over 80 y«ars, and the average was 73 years. 
This is shown to be much above the average of an equal 
group of poor people taken haphazard. It Is specified that 
many of these long-lived rich men inherited their wealth, 
and lived from Infancy to death In luxurious circum- 
stances. Not one of this group had the benefit of a meager 
dietary. 


The late Professor Owen threshed out this question of 


wealth and longevity thoroughly. 
It waa his conclusion 


that if it be true that the dietary of the rich is opposed to 
health, the absence of worry, of anxiety over the living of 
themselves and their families, the absence of severe toil, 
and the like, more than compensate for any digestive 
troubles they may incur. Probably most rich people eat 
too much and their dietary Is too stimulating, but this is 
less dangerous to life than Is frequent hunger with over- 
work, anxiety and exposure. A happy medium, of course, 
is the suggestion of common sense and experience.—Phila- 
delphia Ledger. 


HOW RUSSIA OBTAINED PORT ARTHUR.

Port Arthur, the ancient seaport of laichunchcng, was, 


until the war between China and Japan in 1894, In the un- 
disputed possession of the Chinese. Situated at the south- 
eastern extremity of tho Liaotung Peninsula, the town and 
harbor are surrounded by hills, which make the site easy of 
defense. The harbor is cramped, but it has the great merit 
of being Just outside the southern limit of winter Ice, and 
Is, therefore, open all the year round—a fact which made it 
•spiM'lally of great value to Russia. 
Let us now look for 


a moment at the events which led to its possession by Rus- 
sia. In the spring of 180-1 a revolution broke out In Korea. 
The King applied to China for assistance. 
Troops were 


dispatched, but the rebellion made considerable headway, 
and Japan insisted that certain reforms must be carried 
out to prevent the continuance of such disturbances. China 
refused to act, and Japan sent troops to occupy the capital. 
Various collisions between the troops of the two Powers 
followed, and a climax was reached when, on July 29, a 
Japanese cruiser sank the Chinese transport Kowshlng. 
War was practically declared the nest day. After suf- 
fering one or two minor reverses, the Japanese gradually 
closed round the Chinese troops In North Korea. On Sept. 
17 n great naval battle was fought at the mouth of the 
Ynlu, In which four Chinese warships wore sunk or de- 
stroyed and the rest of the Meet badly damaged. On land, 
oporathxis were hurriedly pushed on by the Japanese. 
On 


Oct. 
.r> the Yalu was crossed, Kiii-llen-ch.ing was taken on 


the 'JiiUi, and Fetiij-wliang-ch -ng on the Jilst. The road to 
Port A r t h u r was now open. In the meantime another Jap- 
anese army had captured Klnchau and Tullenwan. Then, 
Oil Nov. y. Marshal Oyama took Port Arthur by storm. The 


Chinese were beaten again and again, and on April 15, 
1895, peace was signed at Shlmonoseki. 


By this treaty, Port Arthur, with practically the whole 


of tho Llaoyang Peninsula and the adjacent Islands, waa 
ceded to Japan. Now it was that Russia, always prompt to 
seize an opportunity, began to lay her schemes *or pos- 
sessing herself of Port Arthur. 
Japan was warned by 


Russia, backed by France and Germany, that the natural 
result of her deserved success could not be allowed, und 
that her troops must be withdrawn from Manchuria until 
China had paid the war Indemnity. Japan was, however, 
allowed to occupy the fort and harbor of \VeI-hal-Wal, and 
to keep the Island of Formosa. 
It was useless for Japan 


to Insist on what she felt to be her rights. 
She had no 


Power to whom to turn except Great Britain, and that 
government had decided to remain neutral. In due time 
Russia began to squeeze China for the price to be paid for 
keeping Manchuria free from the Japanese 
Consequently 


It was agreed, among other things, that Russia might con- 
tinue her Siberian railway through Manchuria to Tallen- 
wan. 
Russia wuo also authorized to introduce) her own 


troops for the protection of the road. 
Thus began the 


Russian occupation of Manchuria. The Chinese inhabit- 
ants were Incensed at this Invasion of foreigners, and In 
November, 18U7, occurred an event which precipitated mat- 
ters. 
Two German priests were murdered in Western 


Shantung. Now we hear of the "mailed fist" for the first 
time. 
Kiaochau was, us part of the reparation claimed, 


leased as a German coaling station in perpetuity. Ilardly 
had this matter been arranged, when it was announced 
the Russians Lad obtained a lease of ninety-nine years of 
Port Arthur.

This dam, 
which will be known as the Roosevelt 
dam, will bo 225 feet high and at its 
base will nave a thickness of about 200 
feet o,r the length of an ordinary city 
block.

This ratification occurreJ on March 


31, 1004. The importation upon which 
the test suit was brought was import- 
ed between July 14 and 
September '.), 


1903. The collector at that time as-

Producers have no voice in deter- 


mining the price they shall receive 
for their products, aud must accept 
the price offered at their local station 
or 
haul their 
grain back homo, 


while per contra, they have to pay 
the other man's price for what they 
buy or go without. 
The farmer be- 


gins to think it a poor rule which 
dooa not work 
both ways, and he 


hopes through organizations to be able 
to have so^no voice iu managing his 
own business. 


According 
to Government census 


there are ten million farmers in the 
United States, which, with five to a 
family equals fifty miliiou people 
either directly or indirectly connected 
with agriculture. 
This means with 


two'hundred farmers surrounding a 
thriving town and 
fifteen 
thousand 


towns iu the twelve principal 
grain 


raising states—three million produc- 
ers in tbat territory. 


Nearly every business enterprise lu 


that territory is sui. ported by agricul- 
turists. If each one of these agricul- 
turalists 
will join 
together iu his

ping association, and market his grain 
direct to the primary markets, secur- 
ing $100,00 each more annually than 
he does when selling to tbe represen- 
tatives of a lot of line elevator com- 
panies, with headquarters in tho big 
cities, the producer keeps his profits 
at home, equaling 820,000 annually to 
that local neighborhood, which should 
aggregate.8300,(K'0,000 annually to the 
three million farmers embraced in 
that territory known as "The granary 
of the world."

Southern Pacific and Union Pacific 


Lines Will Try a New Scheme 


In Suburban Traffic. 


Omalm.—With its now gasoline mo- 


tor car, the Union Pacific railroad 
expects to revolutionizo branch line 
railroading 
aud 
suburban 
traffic. 


Branch lines of the Union Pacific In 
Kansas and Nebraska, aud suburban 
linos of the Southern 
Pacifio and 


Oregon Short Line roads, 
will be 


equipped with tho new cars as fast as 
the big shops of tho Harrlnian system 
can turn them out. 


Portland, San Francisio and Los 


Angeles will each have a number of 
tho now motors in use as soon as they 
can be built, while iNow

Denver, Kansas City aud Omaha will 
secure their quota lator in tho season. 


The new motor, which was designed 


by W. U. McKeen, superintendent of 
motive power and machinery of tho 
Union Pacific, and built under his 
supervision, is constructed along tho 
lines of an inverted yacht and pre- 
sents no flat surfaces to tho resistance 
of the atmosphere.

down and tho 
sides meet In- front, 


forming sort of prow. 
Much of tbe 


apparatus has been patented and great 
secrecy was maintained 
concerning 


the machine until its trial trip was 
made early in March. 


The motive power of the car

a 


six cylinder gasoline engine, 
capable 


of developing 100-horse-power, which 
will give the cur a maximum speed of 
ninety miles per hour. 
However, the 


regular running time 
will be forty 


miles per hour. Lurgo air reservoirs 
beneath the oar carry a supply of 
compressed air with which the oar Is 
started, the gasoline engine picking 
it up and carrying it onward to top 
npeed without a jar.

ble to decay In warm weather, and 
account for no small part of the trou- 
ble that arises when the fruit IB on 
the way across the continent, 
There 


are other factors that favor decay, 
but a bruised orange that bncomei In 
fcated with disease may rot in spite 
of the best conditions that transpor- 
tation now provides. 


This statement is in keeping with 


tho results of the Department of 
Agriculture in its Fruit Storage In- 
vestigations where it has been found 
that a large proportion of the loaves 
In cold fltorago is tho direct result of 
tho bad handling of the fruit 
before 


It enters tho warehouse. 


In order to bring the matter out 


for discussion we suggest several ways 
by which clipper bruising and long 
sterns can be reduced: 


1st. 
IJy using shears with blunt 


ends or protected ends, or by round- 
ing the ends of pointed aboars already 
in use. 


2nd. 
Hy making tho conditions 


favorable so that the quality of the 
picking rather than the quantity may 
bo the prime consideration with tbo 
pinker. 


3rd. 
iiy adopting a system of tic 


keting the boxes of individual pick- 
ers in order that tho persistently 
cureless picker may bo eliminated. 
We have found as much as 
Gf> per 


cent of cut fruit in some boxes and 
one per cent In others in the saaio 
grove. 


4th. 
Tho individual grower, tbo 


packing homo, or a combination of 
packing houso) could employ bright 
young men to Inspect tbo fruit in tho 
groves, or tho fruit of different grow- 
OM coming to the packing bouses, 
in 


order to locate and 
follow 
up tbo 


careless and the shiftless picker, as 
well IH tho grower, ai;d to suggest 
practical means of overcoming the 
trouble. 


In conclusion, wo would suggest 


that overy orange grower take twen- 
ty-five boxes of bis own fruit, 
and 


that every packing bouao manager 
take aa many boxes of fruit fromdlff 
eront patrons of the house, 
and de- 


termine by critical 
inspection 
of 


every orange the amount of fruit cut 
and having long sterna. 


These troubles cannot bo judged by 


a casual estimate nor by tbu critical 
inspection of a single box of fruit. 
Observations of this kind would lead 
tho grower to think that bo did not 
belong to the class brought out in 
some of tho figures given ahovo.

take? a quantity of fruit and sharp 
oyos to muko nn accurate determin- 
ation."

old tank houso and windmill erected 
32 years ago have boon torn down 
and ropluoed with up-to-date houso

mill.

pampas plumes that were old when 
Covina was first beard of have been 
this last weok donated to the wood 
pilo. 
Everything ia being renovated 


and remodeled, and when Covina's 
leading contractor, C. Allison, is 
through with it, new residence, sta- 
bles and fences will replace the tum- 
bled down ruins of the Mexican re- 
gime, and there will not be u thing 
on tbo place loft, by which an old 
timer passing by could recognize the 
old Willow drove ranch.

HOMELESS MEN IN CHICAGO. 


Kellcf and Aid Hoc-let y Telia Story ol 


Clty'B MUcrnble. 


Fifty thousand widows and fifty 


thousand children who are half-or- 
phans exist In Chicago, according to 
the forty-seventh annnnl report of the 
Chicago Relief and Alrl Society. 


Twenty-five thousand homeless men 


as n permanent factor of Chicago's 
population Is another item estimated 
In the report. 
There uro 8,000 desert- 


ed women also, who are the mothers 
of 15,000 children. 
J.Ight thousands 


persons In tho city are suffering from 
tuberculosis. 


Of the HO.OOO half-orphans between 


7 nnd 14 years of age the report says: 
"Such children are pressed Into ser- 
vice at an enrly age and many of them 
hnvo been poorly nourished on account 
of tho desperate struggle the mother 
has had to keep her family together. 
They begin thelrwork with poor equip- 
ment physically. 
Our aid Is often In- 


voked where we find dell-ate young 
girls going to their work poorly shod, 
scantily clothed nnd underfed. This 
Is also the case with school children. 
We also often find a boy or girl of 
school nge kept at homo to care for 
tho younger children. 
It Is usually 


against the real wishes of the parent, 
hut the father or mother must work." 


Of tho 25,000 homeless men tho re- 


port declares: 
"They come and go, 


but this average number is always 
with us. Many of them make no se- 
rious effort to Improve their condition. 
There nre others who are honest seek- 
ers for work, who, having lost cour- 
age nnd health, need and appreciate a 
friendly hand." 


Tho tuberculosis figures of the re- 


port nre significant. Three thousand 
nnd five hundred deaths were record- 
ed last year. Only 415 beds are avail- 
able for tuberculosis patients In Chi- 
cago. 
Two-thirds of the 8,000 tuber-1 


culoals sufferers In the city, or O.JMH, 
nre nmong the poor. The report snys 
concerning them: 
"Exposure, under- 


nutrltlon und hard work lower 
the 


physical tone nnd render the body sus- 
ceptible to Infection. 
With less thnn 


2fiO free ),),ed.«.,ri.tii,l,l,fi.Wft.0.nfl fLI'tfLpfir. 
tlents, It is evident thnt 
whatever 


treatment these people hnvc must be 
In their own homes. 
When the bread 


winner Is afflicted the burden IK espe- 
cially heavy. 
Fresh air, good shoos, 


comfortable clothing nnd 
plenty of 


wholesome, nourishing food nre need- 
ed. 
The fumlly Is often cramped for 


room nnd one or more persons sleep 
with 
tho 
consumptive." — Chicago
